ASSERTS MAINE 
BLEW ITSELF UP 


Opinion in Letter from Rear 
Admiral Melville to the 
Late T. B. Reed. 


JUST BROUGHT TO LIGHT. 


That the battleship Maine was blown up 
in Havana harbor from internal causes and 
not by a Spanish mine is the belief of Rear 
Admiral George W. Me?ville, retired, who at 
the time of the disaster was engineer-in- 
chief of the American navy. 

This is revealed in a letter written by Ad- 
mira) Melville on Jan. 29, 1902, to the late 
Thomas B. Reed, then speaker of the na- 
tional house, which is published in the sue 
of the North American Review received 
in Chicago last night. 


Gives Views to the Public, 

„The more study and reflection I give to 
this question the more convinced I am that 
the destruction of the Maine was due to an 
internal explosion,’’ Admiral Melville wrote. 
In giving this opinion there is no desire nor 
intention to reflect either upon the discipline 
or morale of the ship nor upon the sincerity 
of the views of the court of inquiry. It is 
certain that in view of the peculiar condition 
under which the Maine entered the harbor of 
Havana that extra precautions were taken 
by its commander and that extreme vigilance 
was exercised by its crew. Additional 
light, however, has been thrown upon the 
question during the last three years, so that 
one is justified in now differing with the 
members of the court as to the cause of the 
accident. 

Extended investigations show that there 
have been explosions of magazines and coal 
bunkers which have been inexplicable and 
which took place under circumstances that 
seemed impossible to account for. Such is 
probably the case with the Maine.” 


Opinion Held in Europe. 

The admiral states that the conclusion that 
the explosion was due to internal causes was 
held by many of America’s friends in Europe. 
As the opinions of neither Portuguese nor 
Spanish naval experts were sotght, this con- 
clusion, he says, is that reached by compara- 
tively uninterested parties. 

„nere is every reason to assume that in 
the winter of 1808 neither the Madrid nor the 
Havana authorities believed that war was 
imminent,’ Admiral Malville. writes. In 
fact, to demonstrate its belief that war was 
not probable, the Spanish government had 
ordered the Viscaya to proceed to New York. 
‘ Ie war had even been thought to be 
probable, the Spanish admiralty must have 
been convinced that the services of the Vis- 
caya would have been log to them and that 
in some way it would havé followed the fate 
of the Numancia. . The official corre- 
spondence of both the civil and military Span- 
ish officials, written prior to the Maine experi- 
ence, conclusively shows that Spain did not 
regard itself as a match for us on the ocean.’ 
‘ Many of its best leaders were work- 
ing strenuously to maintain peace and te 
avert’ war.“ 

Admiral Melville then goes into details why 
is improbable the Spanish could have blown 
up the ship. 


Exonerates Spain from Blame. 
The admiral says: 

The Spanish are great mining engineers 
and could not have been ignorant that the 
explosion of a great mine within the har- 
bor would destroy shipping slips and pub- 
lic buildings. 

The bnoy used by the Maine was a most 
desirable one and Spanish merchant ships 
were secured to it before the Maine. 

Not a single Spanish officia? has ever yet 
been specifically, or even indirectly, ac- 
cused of this grave act. 

If the Maine was destroyed by a sub- 
marine mine, what became of the frag- 
ments of the shell of the mine? It is to 
be presumed that our divers received 
special instruction to look for such evi- 
dence. 


Fact May Be Revealed. 

“In view of the experience of our own ves- 
sel . it can be stated with a good deal 
of certainty that had the disaster to the 
Maine been caused by anything but an inter- 
nal explosion the effects would have been ab- 
solutely different from those recorded.“ says 
the admiral, who then goes into a technical 
argument on the effect of torpedo explosions. 

Admiral Melville’s letter is given publicity 
simultaneously with an official announce- 
ment that the pumping out around the wreck 
in Havana harbor will begin on June 15 and 


soon thereafter it is probable the cause of 
the Maine explosion will be definitely ascer- 
tained. 


TAFT HERE TODAY: 
WILL MAKE PLEAS 
FOR RECIPROCITY 


Prosident Seeks to Arouse Pub- 
lic to Necessity of Passing 
Bill Without Change. 


CONFIDENT HE WILL WIN 


Visit to Chicago Will Bring Strenuous 
Lime Because of Many Events 
on the Program. 


PRINCIPAL ADDRESS AT NIGHT 


BY JOHN CALLAN O’LAUGHLIN. 

Washington, D. C., June 2.—-[Special. }— 
The president of the United States will be 
the honored guest of Chicago from 2 o’clock 
tomorrow afternoon until 8 o'clock the next 
morning. 

Mr. Taft, accompanied by Secretary Fisher 
and Private Secretary Hilles, left this city at 
6:45 for Chicago. On his arrival there he will 
be greeted by committees from the Western 
Economic society and the Irish Fellowship 
club. He will make an address to the Irish 
Fellowship club at the Hotel La Salle and 
then will go to the Blackstone, where he will 
greet a committee of the Aviation associa- 
tion, headed by Harold F. McCormick, to 
receive invitation to be present at the avia- 
tion meet in August, 

Following this, he will meet a committee 
from the Hamilton club to receive an invita- 
tion to be present at tbe laying of the corner- 
stone of its new buildifig. Then he will review 
the work horse parade and dine at the Black- 
stone as guest of the Western Economic s- 
clety. Next he will go to the Coliseum to 
open the convention of the National Associa- 
tion of Piano Dealers. 

At 8 o'clock, at Orchestra hall, he will’ de- 
liver an address on reciprocity before the 
Western Beonomic seciety, the prime pur- 


pose of his visit to Chicago, which will be 
an expression of ideas of international im- 


portance. 


Plans Plea for Reciprocity. 

It is a quick trip the president is taking 
and it is inspired solely by his desire to im- 
press upon the people of the middle west the 
vital importance of favorable action upon 
the Canadian reciprocity arrangement. 
Thanks to the Democrats, this bill passed 
the house without difficulty, but the ways 
are greased for prompt action in the senate. 

The senate committee on finance has ended 
its hearings, which were mostly devoted to 
the collection of information critical of the 
treaty, and promises to lay the measure be- 
fore the senate on Wednesday next. The bill 
will be reported out without recommenda- 
tion, and probably without amendment. This 
much the Republicans are willing to grant to 
the president. 

On the floor of the senate, however, a dif- 
ferent situation will arise. There will be an 
attack upon the measure by the regular and 
progressive Republicans. There will be op- 
position from a fragment of the Democratic 
branch of the senate. But, in spite of the 
gantlet through which the legislation will 
run, the president is confident it will emerge 
without a dent or scratch. 


Probable Lineup on Measure. 

He believes there are fifty-seven senators, 
twenty-two of whom are Republicans, who 
will vote for the measure. This means a 
preponderance of the votes in its favor will 
be cast by the Democrats, as was the case in 
the house, and only about two-fifths of the 
Republicans will stand behind the chief of 
their party. 

The great danger to the agreement is not 
upon its final passage but in connection with 
the numerous attempts which will be made 
to amend it. Senator Root proposed a modi- 
fication of the paper and pulp paragraph 
which, in the judgment of the administra- 
tion, was not important one way or the other; 
but opposition was manifested because of 
the realization that if the change were made 
the door would be opened to other akera- 
tions. 

Mr. Root has decided not to press his 
amendment. Friends of the administration 
will follow the same course when the meas- 
ure reaches the senate. They will oppose all 
amendments and will insist upon the passage 
of the legislation without any modification. 


Victory a Personal Triumph. 

If the bill gets through it will constitute 
a personal triumph for Mr. Taft. No meas- 
ure he has proposed has received more 
earnest support by him than this. He has 
been willing to accept Democratic votes as 
well as Republican votes, only urging action 
because he believed the agreement would 
promptly demonstrate its worth. 

No one realizes more thoroughly than does 
the president the ‘difficulty of maintaining 
an alfMance between a smaller number of Re- 
publicans and practically the entire Demo 
eratic party in the senate. The latter nat- 
urally will endeavor to reap any political 
advantage it can from the Republican dis- 
sension. It win want the vote upon the so- 
called “‘ farmers’ free Het and the woolen 
} schedule. Some of the Republican strate- 
gists propose to embarrass the president's 
Democratic allies by advocating the former 
as an amendment to the Canadian agree- 
ment. This will meet with detided opposi- 
tion from the president. 

In the view of Mr. Taft, a vote to dis- 
charge the finance committee from the con- 
sideration of the free list bill would place 
both the parties on record just as effectually 
as the vote on the proposal] to attach that 
measure as a rider to the Canadian agree- 
ment. In other words the president intends 
to oppose the amendments with all his 
strength and will endeavor to dissuade sen- 
ators from offering anything of the kind. 

Must Arouse Public Favor. 

It may be expected that the next few weeks 
will be marked by active work by the presi- 
dent, and if he is to be successful it is im-

Tue Trisune publishes this morning 
the results of a poll of newspapers in 
twenty-two states of the central, western, 
southwestern, northwestern, and Pacific 
divisions on the question of approving the 
reciprocity agreement negotiated with Can- 
ada by President Taft. 

To more than 10,000 newspapers, repre- 
senting every shade of political opinion, 
Tun Trisune submitted this question:

“Are you in favor of the approval by 


congress of the reciprocity agreement with 
Canada negotiated by President Taft?” 


The replies numbered 4,303, of which . were Republicans and 15 Democrats, 


4,240 were definite, even if qualified, ex- 


pressions of opinion, Of these 3,113 were 


in favor of the agreement and 1,127 against 
it—nearly a three to one vote for the policy 
advocated by President Taft, shattering the 
claims of the foes of reciprocity. 


WOULD END TARIFT WALL. 

The conclusion is plain, if not irresistible, 
that the country, at least the part of it in- 
cluded within the twenty-two states thus 
polled, welcomes the removal of the tariff 
wall between the United States and the 
Dominion. 

The newspapers, daily and weekly, which 
give the verdict are representative of pub- 
lic opinion. They are safe guides to the 
sentiments of the localities in which they. 
circulate. The weekly papers outnumber the 
dailies in the proportion of eight to one, and 
it may be assumed safely that the poll is an 
expression of agricultural as well as urban 
sentiment. 

In only one state was a majority against 
the agreement. That is North Dakota, 
where the vote was 66 for and 122 against 
the proposition. The explanation was that 
North Dakota farmers fear the importa- 
tion of agricultural products from across 
the border and the consequent effect on 
prices of farm produce. 


REVEALS FARMERS’ ATTITUDE. 

It has been represented this was the 
general if not universal sentiment of the 
farmers of the great agricultural states 
an argument which the poll destroys. it 
gives basis to the statement of friends of 
the agreement who have said the granges 
in their opposition did not represent truly 
the sentiment of the farming districts and 
that the anti-reciprocity campaign con- 
ducted in the agricultural districts was 
fostered by the “ interests.” 

The central states give heavy majorities 
in favor of the agreement. In Illinois the 
vote is 311 to 86; in Indiana, 233 to 26; in 
Ohio, 331 to 51; in Michigan, 185 to 69; 
in Wisconsin, 177 to 46. 

Farther west the opposition vote 
creased, but not to the extent which might 
have been expected. Iowa voted 248 for 
and 160 against the agreement. Kansas 
was recorded in favor of it by a vote of 
176 to 66. Nebraska voted 178 for to 60 
against. The vote in the southwest was 
as heavily in favor as that in the central 


in- 


‘states—in Missouri 212 in favor and 72 


against, in Oklahoma 194 for to 47 against. 


SHATTERS THEORIES OF FOES. 

This carries a convincing disproof of the 
theories that the agricultural states would 
resent the success of President Taft if he 
carried the treaty through successfully and 
would visit their displeasure on the Repub- 
lican party. The big wheat states, such as 
Minnesota and South Dakota, registered 
their approval of the agreement—Minneso- 
ta by a vote of 178 to 125, South Dakota by 
a vote of 99 to 76. The adverse vote of 
North Dakota has been mentioned. 

Furthermore it is to be noted, particular- 


ly in the case of these states, that Repub- 
lican editors in larger numbers than Demo- 
cratic editors support the prineiple of reci- 
procity. In congress the opposition comes 
from Republicans. | 


The poll indicates that the political fears 


of agricultural injury and party disaster are 
not shared by the Republican editors, whose 
profession brings tliem as close to the voters 
as does that of the politician. a 
SHOWS PARTY FOLLOWS TAFT. 
In Minnesota, of the editors who declared 
their political affiliations, 124 were Repub- 
licans and 18 Democrats; in South Dakota 


Taking other states at random, the poll in- 
cludes 118 Hlinois Republicans to 80 Demo- 
crats—others not giving their politics; 79 In- 
diana Republicans to 51 Democrats; 74 
Kansas Republicans to 82 Democrats; 84 
Ohio Republicans to 61 Democrats. 

This indicates the Republican party is fol- 
lowing President Taft in the matter and not 
the Republican congressmen who oppose him 
in this policy and assert they are guided by 
popular and party sentiment. 

Still farther west, on the Pacific and in the 
northwest, the majority opinion favored the 
agreement. California voted heavily for it, 
182 to 26. The Oregon vote was favorable 
—63 to 13; Washington, 76 for and 15 
against. 

It was to bé observed in many of the 
answers counted as negative in the sum- 
mary given in the accompanying table that 
the reply was qualified. 

“Not in its present form,” was a type 
of one opposing comment.

Late last night the prisoner was taken 
away from Central detail by Inspector Hunt 
and Detective Biddinger, whose destination 
was a closely guarded secret. 

Enright admitted killing Gentleman. He 
seid he did so in self-defense after Gentleman i 
had pulled his revolver first and fired a bul- 
let through the rim of his hat. He denied that 
he killed Altman or that he had been a party 
to any slugging or labor violence. He im- 
plicated Gentleman as the murderer of Alt- 
man. ; 

In killing Gentleman he said he fired nine ‘ 
shots of the eleven in his magazine pistol.

Confession Made by Enright.

DISPUTE OVER PORTRAIT. 


President Says Secrets Should 
Not Be Exposed to Leg- 
islators. 


Washington, D. C., June 2—A lively con- 
troversy over the executive's right to with-’ 
hold confidential papers from a congres- 
sional investigating committee was precip!- 
tated today by a flat refusal of Secretary of 
State Knox, on the instruction of President 
Taft, to lay before the house committee on 
expenditures in the state department books 
showing the fecord of the payment for the 
portrait of ex-Becretary of State Day. 

The committee is seeking to discover what 
became of $1,000 of the $2,450 voucher drawn 
for the paymient of the portrait. Artist Ro- 
senthal received only $850 for his work and 
the $1,000 is unaccounted for. | 
The president held that the . 480 was paid 
out of the esnergency fund for unforeseen 
emergencies in the diplomatic and consular 
service and for extending diplomatic inter- 
course with foreign nations, which congress 
had provided need not be accounted for if the 
president certifies that an item should de 
paid from this fund. President Roosevelt 
had made such certification. 


| Might Reveal Other Secrets. 


Chairman Hamlin of Missouri took issue 
with the secretary's right to refuse to pro- 
duce the record of the expenditure. 

„Po you mean to say that §2,450 may be 
spent for a portrait and congress refused all 
information in regard to it?” he asked. 

Secretary Knox replied that it was proper 
when u former president certified to the e- 
penditure from the emergency fund.

Taft Letter to Knox. 

President Taft in his letter to Secretary 
Knox said that, in view of the facts and that 
the emergency fund expenditure for this 
period have under the express authority of 
congress been certified by Secretary Hay 
“for my prdecessor, President Roosevelt, 
as being of such a character as ought not 
to be made public, I feel that nothing but 
some extraordinary circumstances would 
justify me in directing you to take such rec- 
ords before the committee, because the dis- 
eretion thus exercised under the statute 
should, in my judgment, In general be conclu- 
sive and binding upon this point.“ 

The president added that when Secretary 
Knox concluded his investigation of the par- 
ticular expenditure and submit the matter 
to him he (the president) would determine 
whether the money was lawfuly or dishon- 
estly and improperly misappropriated.”

Mr. Gary stated in his letter he understood 
the president to say that while he would not 
make any promise as to what the government 
would do he certainly would not stand in the 
way. 

Mr. Root wrote Mr. Gary on Nov. 11 stating 
the account of the conference fully agreed 
with his recollection and that he had sent a 
copy of Mr. Gary’s letter and his answer to 
the president, recommending the latter trans- 
mit it to the department ef justice for its per- 
manent files. This lettér was followed by 
this acknowledgment from President Roose- 
velt: Mr. Gary states the facts as I remem- 
ber them.”’ 

“I remember,"’ added Mr. Gary, that Mr. 
Root said to the president of course he had 
no right to say that we could buy this prop- 
erty. The president said he understood that, 
and that all we wished to know was what 
would be the attitude of the department of 
justice. The president said that in case of 
objection we could not be permitted to buy. 
I remember the president saying also that he 
was glad to know the percentage of steel 
production of the United States Steel corpo- 
ration had not increased but was less than 
at the time the corporation was organized.

Outrage! Should U. 8. Interfere. 

“When you went to the president did it 
amount to your abtaining an opinion as to 
whether the deal was a violation of the law?’’ 
asked Mr. Littleton. * 
“ We did reach the conclusion,“ admitted 


Mr. Gary, that if we acquired the securities 


and afterward there should be a proceeding 
by the government against us to prevent con- 
firmation of the deal it would amount to @ 
great outrage.”’ 

“And if such proceeding were taken the 
company thought it would have a strong de- 
tense, did it? asked MrfLittieton. 

Well, I should think We would have if Mr. 
Martin Littleton were defending the case,” 
said Mr. Gary. 

Mr. Gary said he regretted Chairman Stan- 
ley of the committee believes “ that Mr. Frick 
and I misrepresented the facts to President 
Roosevelt, and he wanted to satisfy the 
committee by facts and figures that there was 
no misrepresentation.

The ques- 
tion was how to get between the two ex- 
tremes, one of securing a monopoly by driv- 
ing out competition in a bitter fight. the other 
of maintaining prices without making an 
agreement expressed or implied.

Chairman Stanley directed Mr. Gary's at- 
tention to the question of the supply of iron 
ore?

\MADERO SAVED FROM DBATH 


Plot to Kill Him with Dynamite 


in a Ballroom Frustrated. 


Balie ved to Be Fart of Plot Formed by 
Insurreeto Leader’s Foes. 


El Paso, Tex., June 2.—Soon after the de- 
parture of Francisco L Madero for Mexico 
City today details were made known of an 
alleged attempt to dynamite him. 

About 800 people, including Madero and 
his wife, were the printipais and spectators 
of @ grand march at a ball about 11 o'clock 
last night when a man was stopped at the 
entrance. Out of the man’s pockets was 
pulled u large tin can, which was filled with 
dynamite and provided with a time fuse.

Opinion is expressed by the Juargz authori- 
ties that the dynamite at the ball is only part 
of an elaborate conspiracy formed by a polit- 
ical party opposed to Madero and that fur- 
ther developments are expected.

WORLD PEACE HOPE VAIN. 


Three [Lower Classes Start Cruise in

Annapolis, Md., June 2.—Expressing the 
belief that any future war in which the 
United States may engage will largely, if not

AUTOISTS AWAIT ACTION ON 
NEW STATE LAW BY DENEEN, 


Confusion Regarding Wheel Tax and Li- 
cense Fee May Be Removed by Gov- 
ernor’s Note on Bill. 


Gov. Deneen is expected to take action on 
the new automobile law within a few days, 
and his action on the bill is expected to aid 
in clearing the minds of motorists who have 
failed to grasp the important features in the 
new regulations. 

The most: perplexing features appear to be 

the wheel tax and the state license fee, and 
the time the new schedule will become effec- 
tive if the governor approves the bill. 
It the bill is approved, it was announced 
yesterday, the new wheel tax will not take 
effect until May 1, 1912, whereas the 1911 tax 
is now due. Under the present law the 
amount of tax is determined by the seating 
capacity, while the new law provides that 
all motor vehicles of Ahirty-five horse power 
or less will be taxed $10 and all exceeding 
that power $20 a year. 

The wheel tax is to be prorated among the 
different counties and will be used on the 
improvement of highways outside cities, but 
park boards will also be beneficiaries. This 
means that the city will have to change its 
ordinance so the horse power rather than the 
seating capacity will determine the tax 
amount. 

The municipal corporations are given power 
of regulation, governing the control of muf- 
fiers, smoking care, and drip pans.

Perhaps, after all, 
she was not aweary; it may have been that in 
the glamour of her effulgent art one mistook the 
simulation of spiritual depression for the reality 
of physical fatigue and so was led astray in 
judgment. One hears of the feats her untiring 
vigor suggest and accomplish—from extra mati- 
nées to underground exploration—and it is not 
easy to believe that she ever falters in any en- 
deavor. However, the indications of a tedious 
season’s severe and protracted exertion were 
there and the waits between the acts were long 
and suspicious. : 
Masterline 8. singularly beautiful and poign- 
antly dramatic miracle play, “Sister Beatrice, 
was the bill last evening in combination with 
some rhymed fustian about a sailor and his 
sweetheart called “Jean Marie.” In the latter 
play the rigors of ‘cross continent trouping were 
most visible, because, as the heroine, Mme. Sarah 
was called upon to picture a ruddy young Briton, 
yearning for her lover—with all lights up and no 
tricks of the costumer to secrete the vulnerable 
intervals in her almost invulnerable youth. So 
she was ashen rather than fresh, her hair seemed 
dead, her steps unsteady; and even the most 
trustful, if he sat in a front chair, was unable 
honestly to conjure up any Hlusion of young love 
and its fiery sacrifice. But The Voice was there, 
caressing every syllable with melodious tender- 
ness; the gestures also, epitomizing eloquence, 
somewhat conventionally, it is true, and every 
other little expressive nuance to indicate the 
hopeless longing of a melancholy lady for the 
sweetheart she cannot have. The applause which 
followed this exhibition was reverential rather 
than enthusiastic. 
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In the lovely and inspiring fable which fol- 
lowed Mme. Bernhardt had the sympathetic as- 
sistance of mystic lights, an opulent, auburn 
wig, and the cloistral vestments of a medieval 
nun. Thus she was able to inwoke, without much 
handicap, the poetical fragrance and spiritual- 
istic ecstasy of the legend which tells of the 
errant sister and the Virgin’s mercy. No doubt 
it is unfair to contrast last night’s presentation 
of “Sister Beatrice with that of the New the- 
ater a year ago, for in this case the play is a 
belated addition to a prodigious repertory, while 
in that it was the leading feature of a prodigal 
experiment. Thus the theatrical note, so sub- 
dued in Mr. Ames’ production, was audible here 
and there in that of last evening, and the im- 
pressive, supernatural detail was either missing 
or so obvious as to be futile. In the manifesta- 
tion of celestial glory, however, which follows 
the Virgin's assumption of the erring sister's 
duties Mme. Bernhardt’s stage direction was in- 
finitely superior. Instead of the Plutonian flame, 
smoke, and odor which marked the American 
idea of the episode there were soft lights and 
showers of roses, as there should have been: But 
the scene even then was scarcely so effective,

Economical Housekeeping.

Crotchets, Etc. ‘ 


T is a much debated question as to whether 

the meat from the soup bone is good for 

-further use. If we consider it only as giv- 

ing a flavor and a foundation to various 

dishes, we shall have no quarrel as to its 
worth. Cooks have not only found many ways 
of using it to advantage with elements of un- 
doubted food value, plus delicious sauces, but 
they have found interesting and entertaining 
names for these dishes. 

Crotchets.—Grind meat from a 20 cent soup 
bone in a food chopper, add salt and pepper, 
one grated onion, two slices of stale bread 
that have been soaked, and one egg. Mix well 
and roll in balls and fry.— Mrs. J. W. Garside, 
5447 Union avenue, 

Hedgehog with Tomato Sauce.—Take the 
meat from a 15 cent beef soup bone that has 
been cooled in the stock and grind or chop 
fine. Add two tablespoons of cracker or bread 
crumbs, one tablespoon of melted butter, and 
seasoning to taste as for a veal loaf, one table- 
spoon of catsup and two eggs. Mold and put 
in a pan like a loaf and bake half an hour. 
Pour over this a hot tomato sauce made as 
follows: One-fourth of an onion sautéed in two 
tablespoons of butter, a small pinch of cloves, 
and two tablespoons of flour. Thin with a lit- 
tle over one cup of liquor strained from a can 
of tomatoes. Season to ste and strain.— 
Miss A. A. Williams, Streakbr, III. 
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Bodbotee.— Chop meat from soup bone and 
measure lightly—there should We one and a 
half cupfuls. Add to this three-fourths of a 
cup of sweet milk, two ounces of bread crumbs, 
two eggs, salt and pepper. Mix well together 
and bake in a small greased pan, in a moderate 
oven, over twenty minutes. This is very nice 
either hot or cold.—Mrs. Joel Pratt, 1648 Green- 
leaf avenue. 

Boudin with Bachamel Sauce.—Use meat 
from soup bone—one and a half cups chopped 
fine—one level tablespoon butter, four level 
tablespoons bread crumbs, one-half cup boiling 
water, one egg, salt and papper to taste. Mix 
bread crumbs with meat, add melted butter, 
beaten egg, seasoning, and last the bolling 
water. Put in buttered pan and bake fifteen 
minutes. Bechamel Sauce—One level table- 
spoon butter, one level tablespoon flour, one- 
half cup milk, one-half cup stock, salt and

Rissoles of Beef.— Take soup meat and chop 
very fine, discarding all bits of gristle. To 
one pint of meat add the same of bread mois- 
tened with milk and one tablespoon of butter.

Add ‘one 
beaten egg and if it is not moist enough add 
more milk. Make into balls the size of a small 
egg. Flour the hands and röll the balls in a 
little flour, fry in frying basket in deep hot 
fat, half lard and half beef drippings.

TO INVESTIGATE THE PARCELS 
POST. . 
Senator Bourne, chairuf®n of the commit- 
tee on postoffices and post roads, has or- 


* fered a resolution instructing his commit- 


tee to investigate the postal service, “ pac- 
ticularly with reference to the establish- 
ment of a parcels post.” 

There is at hand now sufficient informa- 
tion to justifyathe immediate establishment 
of the parcels post system. There is the ex- 
perience of other countries. There is the 
knowledge the postoffice department has ac- 
quired of the workings of the pa reels post 
agreements entered into with many nations. 


It is known that a vast volume of matter 


now sent by express at exorbitant rates 
would be turned over to the government to 


be carried at rates which would fully cover | 


the cost of the service, the day the parceis 
post was in operation. 

Since immediate action cannot be had Sen- 
ator Bourne’s resolution, if adopted—and it 
certainly should be—would serve a useful 
purpose. We should have an exhaustive and 
authoritative statement of the case. Ide 
report which the committee would make 
could not but be favorable, for the facts are 
all on the side of the parcels post. Among 
these facts may properly be included the 
popular demand forit. The demand grows 
stronger as the years go by. 

The senate has been the center of oppo- 
sition to this much needed extension of the 
activities of the postal service. The influ- 
ence of the express companies has been more 
potent there than in the house. The adop- 
tion of the Bourne resolution would be an 
indication that the senate realized that the 
parcels post question was one which could 
not be ignored any longer. The resolutioa 
should be adopted by all means, and the 
committee should get to work at once. 


THE TRIBUNE POLL ON 
RECIPROCITY 

Elsewhere in this issue of Tun Trrpune 
is published the result of a poll of news- 
papers of the west, daily and weekly—and 
without regard to political afillation—on the 
question of the Canadian reciprocity agree- 
ment. Twenty-two states Were covered, 
they including the territory most in doubt 
with regard to this issue. 

The verdict confirms the belief that Pres- 
ident Taft has the support of the country in 
this policy of broad statesmanship, and Tus 
TRIBUNE is pleased to be able to make a 
definite statement of facts at a time when 
the president comes to Chicago to explain 
his views on the treaty which he has been 
successful in submitting to congress. 

He has been confident that the central 
and western states would support this prin- 
ciple, and with a fine courage he has been 
willing to accept responsibility if they did 
not. He will be in a better position now to 
understand that he is speaking to a friendly 
audience rather than to one which doubts or 
requires more proofs. 

The newspaper editors whose opinions are 
represented in the poll are safe guides to the 
sentiment in their communities, and the fact 
that weekly journals form nearly 90 per 
cent of the newspapers polled indicates that 
the opinion of the agricultural districts is 


voiced. 

It may be recalled that whep Tue TRris- 
UNE presented the results of a poll showing 
the feeling of the country towards the con- 
duct of the national house of representa- 
tives by Joseph G. Cannon, then speaker, 
there were scoffers. The short time inter- 
vening between the publication of that ver- 
dict against Cannonism and the revolt 
of the house itself against his dominance was 
all that was allowed for the enjoyment of 
the fallacy that the poll did not represent 
public opinion. 

That poll is accepted now as truly expres- 
sive of sentiments which later were fully 
revealed. The present poll is equally a re- 
liable expression of opinion im the states it 
covers.

. PAYING THE PIPER. 

The revolutionary dance in Mexico is 
over, and now comes the serious business 
of paying the piper. To lead off with, there 
is an appropriation of $4,000,000 to cover 
the receipts issued during the revolution for 
horses, cattle, etc,; taken for army use. 
Sooner or later the men who did the fighting 
will be putting in a claim for pay for their 
services. and sacrifices. That is what the 
Cuban patrioté did, and they were not paci- 
fied until they got the cash. Some of the 
ex-soldiers have already been provided for 
by making them rurales. Fortunately there 
is money in the treasury to meet all present 
demands. Unlike other retiring Latin- 
American presidents, Gen. Diaz did not 
carry off the national strong box and its 
contents. 

There are other claims which will have 
to be met, but they will not be settled off 
hand. They are the claims for damages 
which will be presented by Americans and 
other foreigners. Doubtless there will be 
Mexican claims also, but they will not re- 
ceive much attention. The demands for 
indemnification made by foreigners will be 
subjected to careful scrutiny by a court of 
claims to be established at once. They will 
need it, for most of the claims will be ex 
cessive. Claimants usually let their imagi- 
nations run riot. But even after the claims 
shall have been scaled down they will come 
to a pretty penny. 

But that is not so serious a matter as the 
agricultural losses which Mexico has sus- 
tained through the revoiution. Thousands 
of men who under ordinary circumstancés 
would have been raising corn were marching 
and fighting. There will be in many parts 
of Mexico a scanty supply of corn, with 
great suffering as a consequence. There will 
be work for the new government to do in 
fighting famine. 


The money price which Mexico will have 


to pay for the overthrow of a despotic gov - 


—— — — 


ernment will be a heavy one. That will de 


of little importance if the Mexicans shall 
prove themselves worthy of their new found 
liberty. A fair and orderly presidential 
election, the acquiescencg of all in the re- 
sult and the smooth running of the govern- 
ment under the new régime would remove 
all doubts on that score. 


THE DEMOCRATIC SCHEDULE. 

The bill to revise and reduce the dutics 
on wool and woolens approved by the cau- 
cus of Democratic house members has, from 
one point of view, academic interest only. 
Its adoption by the house is assured, but 
few, if any, of those who will vote for it 
imagine it will get through the senate as at 
present constituted. ‘ 

From a political point of view the action 
of the caucus is significant. The disregard 
of Mr. Bryan’s wishes or orders in regard 
to free wool shows that the Democrats in 
the house, however it may be with the Dem- 
ocratic voters, will not follow the lead of a 
man who has thrice led the party to defeat. 
They have a justifiable fear of his policies, 
which have been responsible for the long 
exclusion of the Democracy from power. 

The refusal of the senate to pass the bill 
would serve a political purpose. I would 
give the Democratic stump speakers a text 
for next year’s campaign. It would enable 
them to tell the voters how much they had 
tried to do toward the reduction of the cost 
of living, and how they had been thwarted 
by their politica] opponents. It may not 
help much in the sheep states, where the 
Democrats who own those animals are as 
much in favor of duties on wool as their 
Republican brethren. This, as well as the 
reduction in revenue which free wool would 
involve, may have induced many Democrats 
to go°counter to Mr. Bryan’s orders. 

The wool] and woolens bill is not a radical 

measuré, whatever the sheep raisers and 
the manufacturers of woolens may say 10 
the contrary. It would leave a 20 per cent 
duty on raw wool, whereas there should be 
none if this country is ever to compete with 
England and Germany in the manufacture 
of woolen}goods. They raise much wool, 
and yet do not protect it. The lower duties 
proposed on manufactured goods would ro- 
sult in cheaper and better clothing and 
blankets.

RANCIS MONEY-COUTTS, who suc- 

ceeded his aunt, the aged Barcness 

Burdett-Coutts, in her predominant 

share in thé ownership of Coutts’ 

bank and in the possession of all her 

great entailed property, has filed a petition 

to the crown for the termination of the abey-~- 

ance, in his favor, of the ancient baronies 
of Latimer, of Scales, and of Baldesmere. 

These formerly belonged to the house of 
Neville and have been in abeyance since the 
death, several hundred years ago, of John 
Neville, Lord of Latimer, of Scales, and of 
Baldesmere, from whom the .claimant is 
descended on the distaff side. 

The late Baroness Burdett-Coutts and her 
elder sister, the late Mrs. James Money, who 
predeceased her, were co-heiresses of these 
baronies, and some astonishment was aroused 
when at the time of the elevation of ahe 
younger of the two women to a peerage in 
her own right she should not have selected 
the title of Lady Scales or Lady Latimer. 
But this was strenuously opposed by her 
elder sister, and by the latter's son, Francis 
Money-Coutts, the present claimant. 

In cases where peerages fall into abeyance 
it is usual to permit them to remain dor- 
mant until all but one of the co-heirs or co- 
heiresses have died out, and then the peerage 
is only called out of abeyance in the event 
of the other deceased co-heirteses having left 
no children 

This happens to be now the case with the 
baronies of Latimer, Scales, and Baldesmere, 
and it is probable, therefore, that the com- 
mittee of privileges of the house of lords, 
to which the crown has referred the claim- 
ant’s petition for investigation, will report 
in his favor, and that the sovereign will 
thereupon terminate the abeyance in favor 
of Francis Money-Coutts and summon him 
to take his seat in the house of lords as Lord 
Latimer, Lord Scales, and Lord Baldes- 
mere. 


~— 
Nranc e Money-Coutts is married to 4a 
daughter of C. Churchill of Braybridge Park, 
Surrey, and last year followed his 35 year 
old son into the Unionist camp. He pur- 
chased about three years ago Stoodieigh 
Park, near Bampton, in Devonshire, but 
spends most of his time in London. 

He is a member of the bar, with poetic 
aspirations of a religious character, and has 
to his credit several volumes of poems and 
of plety, among them “The Alhambra,” 
The Romance of King Arthur,.“ The Book 
of Job,“ and the Revelations of St. Love, 
the Divine.“ 

He was cordially disliked by his aunt, the 
late Baroness Burdett-Coutts, who would 
have disinherited him had she been able. 
The rancor of the baroness toward him 
was mainly due to his being the son of her 
sister. With the latter she had never got on 
well. 

But when Lady Burdett-Coutts married in 
1881 the Brooklyn born Wiliam Ashmead- 
Bartlett Mrs. James Money took her to task 
in the most flatfooted manner, subjecting 
the baroness to such exceecingly plain speak- 
ing concerning her conduct in wedding 
man young enough to be her grancson that 
all relations between the two were broken off. 

If Francia Money-Coutts inherited his 
aunt's property it was by virtue of the will 
of. Harriett, Duchess of St. Albans, whose 
first husband, Tom Coutts, left everything 
that he owned to his widow. The duchess, 
an ex-actress named Harriet Mellon, por- 
trayed in several of Lord Beaconsfield’s nov- 
els under transparent pseudonyms, be- 
this fortune of her first husband 
to the younger and favorite of her two step- 
daughters (that is to say, the granddaugh- 
ters of Tom Coutts), Angela Burdett, child 
of Sir Francis Buréeti, on the understand- 
ing that she should assume the name of 


Coutts in addition to her own. 

It was stipulated that in the event of her 
death without issue the entire property, in- 
cluding her holdings in the ownership of 
Coutts’ bank, should go to the elder sister, 
Clara Burdett, married to the Rev. James 
Money, and whose eldest son is the present 
claimant of the baronies of Scales, Latimer, 
and Baldesmere.

Prince Hans of MHolstein-Glucksburg 
prove a greater loss than to King George of 
England, to his sisters, and, of course, to 
his mother, Queen Alexandra.

He was the most kindly oid bachelor it is 
possible to imagine and was wonderfully 
popular, not only, with all his relatives, but 
with the entire Danish people, being a par- 
ticularly warm friend of his nephew by mar- 
riage, the late King Edward. 

Prior to the accession of the latter he was 
a frequent guest at Marlborough house, and 
on the occasion of his first visit there his 
grandnephews and grandnieces, King 
George, the present king, first and foremost, 
devoted themselves to téaching him every 
conceivable kind of, English slang, imbuing 
him with the impression, however, that it 
was the choicest language. 

The result when, a few days after his ar- 
rival in London, he was invited to Windsor 
to dine with Queen Victoria, was, to say the 
least, startling. For, with the most sublime 
unconsciousness of saying anything that 
was in the least degree unsuited for the ears 
of her majesty, he treated her to all the 
London argot which he had learned from the 
young people at Marlborough house and 
gave utterance to muste hall gags and slang 
of every conceivable nature with an air of 
profound deference, and even solemnity, 
that made the scene irresistibly comic. 

It was only after Queen Victoria had made 
up her mind to ask him in German where he 
had picked up his English and learned who 
had been his instructors that she gave free 
rein to her mirth, in which all present joined, 
greatly to their relief, as they had.experi- 
enced the utmost difficulty in suppressing 
their laughter. Queen Victoria. although 
austere looking and imperious in her man- 
ner, had an extremely keen sense of humor, 
enjoyed a hearty laugh as well as any of her 
subjects, and never forgot when Prince 
Hans,“ whose baptismal name was John, 
visited her on subsequent occasions’ to re. 
mind him of the terrible solecisms of which 
he had been guilty when he first attempted to 
air his English at her dinner table.

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VICE REPORT EXHAUSTED. 
Chicago, June 1— [To the Friend of the 
People.J—Some time ago I made applica- 
tion at the office of the vice commission 


appointed by Mayor Busse for a copy of 
their report, which was made quite recent- 


ly This commission, as I understand, was 
appointed and financed by the city and 1 
naturally expected I would have no difficulty 
in securing a copy of ther report, either 
free or at cost. I was therefore greatly 
disappointed and surprised at receiving a 
printed post card from the chairman, Dean 
Sumner, stating he could not grant my 
request, the edition at his disposal being 
limited. 

The fact that a printed post card was 
used shows that numerous other applica- 
tions have been made and refused. Now, 
sir, I, with these other applicants, need 
this report to help the fight against the 
social crime which forms the subject mat- 
ter of the report. It would seem quite in- 
consistent with the aim and purpose of the 
commission not to place their findings where 
they may afd undoubtedly will do some 
little good. Further, residents of Chicago 
have a right to a copy of this or any other 
report of any body appointed and financed 
by the city, just as residents of the coun- 
try at large have a right and easy access 
to all United States government reports. 

Will you not, therefore, kindly use your 
influence to have Dean Sumner, as chair- 
man of the commission, publish further 
editions of this report so that any who, like 
myself, strongly desire a copy may have 
one?

The three editions of the vice commission re- 
port, numbering 4,000 in all, are exhausted, and 
the commission has several thousand requests for 
copies Which it cannot grant. The commission is 
exceedingly anxious to publish 25,000, or if possi- 
ble 50,000, copies of the report for circulation, 
largely in Chicago. 3 

The appropriation made by the city is entirely 
exhausted, and personal contributions have been 
used to pay for the publication of the last edition 
Nothing would give the commission more satis- 
faction than to carry out its plans for the general 
distribution’ of the report. But it cannot do so 
without funds. 

A special finance committee has been appointed 
by the commission to secure funds from public 
minded citizens of Chicago, im the hope that $10,000 
may be raised for the sole purpose of publishing 
more copies of the report. Contributions to this 
fund may be sent to the commission through the 
chairman.

The two remaining essays may well be cén- 
sidered together. Mr. Dickinson is an honest 
man, and to be an honest man isan excellent 
thing. But he has not stopped with the mere 
certitudes—with the proved things. He has 
gone on into regions of hope and of belief, 
yet he will not pretend that this belief is 
founded upon known facts or confined with- 
in the limits of a religious formula. He 
writes: “Our knowledge, it may be ad- 
nitted, is but a flickering lamp sheltered by 
a paper shade from the winds of infinite 
space; the postulates on which science rests 
are tentative hypotheses, possibly untrue, 
certainly Inadequate; our experience is Um- 
ited by our senses and by the structure of 
our mind, and we have no philosophy that 
is demonstrably truef Yet he cannot be 
content with mere agnosticism. There is 
something too inclusive in his nature to per- 
mit him to shut out God. He prefers, know- 
ing nothing, as he must admit he does, and 
realizing his impossibility of finding any-~ 
thing that will satisfy, to set out upon a 
search. And at he end of * quest he finds 
this much: 

1. That the world is not eternally good, 
but embodies a real (not merely an apparent) 
process in time toward a good end. 

2 That this end is one in which all indi- 
viduals will somehow participate. ; 

8. That, therefore, individual souls nist be 
immortal and must all of them ultimately 
reach heaven. 

Mr. Dickinson complains, and justly, that 
the attitude which science takes toward 
questions relating to the soul and to immor- 
tality is narrow and prejudiced. He has a 
word of approval for the work of the Psych- 
ical Research society, where he believes the 
scientific spirit prevails in spite of the oppo- 
sition of many scientific men. He advances 
the theory that evolutionary spiritual life is 
not impossible; suggests, indeed, that the 
Theosophists may be right in at least this 
one particular. But it is not with final ideas 
that he deals so much’ as with the honest 
tendency of the time—the tendency to banish 
mythology and to seek for evidences of truth. 
In spite of all that the present time has re- 
jected he finds it infused with belief, and he 
endeavors to examine the sources of those 
beliefs. He has written a defense of spiritual] | 
happiness, of faith and of expectation;. but 
he has written it, not for conventional Chris- 
tlans, but for that much larger company of 
those who in repudiating old formulas yet 
look out upon life and upon death, in the spirit 
of good will and confidence in the unknown. 
There is no writer uttering better corisid- 
ered words than Mr. Dickinson today. His 
earnestness, his essential wholesomeness and 
sweetness of thought soothe and comfort the 
minds and hearts of those who have been 
orphaned of their hereditary’ beliefs.

mighty contrives it, at the end of the year tis all 
very well.“ 

The old fashioned clubman is gradually 
disappearing. He was a bachelor of the most 
‘confirmed kind, and his whole life centered in 
his club. He went there at the same hour 
every day to occupy the same chair, read 
the same paper, and eat the same food. 

Often an old fashioned beau, he was as 4 rule 
rather a bard, selfish man, provided by his club 
with all that he required. Nota few men of this 
type declined to dine out because they said they 
got a better dinner at the club for some 10 or 12 
shillings than at the best houses in town. Why.“ 
inquired one of them, should I bore myself with 
dull society when I can have the comfortable ease 
of the smoking rooms? If I want to be amused I 
go to the theater; if I want to read I go to the 
library,’ What have I to do with society?“ he would 
ask with a sneer— I who have no money and not 
even a pretty wife.“ Such an individual wae per- 
fectly content with existence. Quiet, comfort, good 
living, freedom from responsibility and anxiety 
were the great objects of his life. and, begad, 
you don’t get that by marriage,’’ he would remark. 

Such a man was not infrequently the terror 
of club servants, because he regarded the 
club as his castle, and if things did not go 
as he liked he did not hesitate to say so in 
energetic language.

“Wr. Nevill says nothing about women's 
clubs, of which there are so many in London, 
the most of them especially popular. In- 
deed, I think that London had the first wom- 
en's club with its own clubhouse. Piccadilly 
and Pall Mall are the club centers of Lon- 
don, but there are some of the most famous 
clubs on other streets. The Garrick, for 
instance, much frequented by writers and 
authors. 

Mr. Nevill pays his compliments to certain 
New York clubs, but he hasn’t a great dea! to 
say about them. Perhaps there isn’t a great 
deal to say, for as compared to London clubs, 


they are very young.

HE critical part of the two volumes on 
“THE GREAT ENGLISH NOVEL- 
ISTS"’—the introductory essays to 
these volumes of the Reader's Library 
(Harper’s), by William J. and Conings- 
by W. Dawson—is exceedingly brief. In the 
first volume, that on The Growth and Tech- 
nique of the English Novel,” covers twenty- 
two pages, and that in the second on The 
Masters of the Modern Novel covers twen- 
ty-four. The remaining contents of the two 
volumes are made up of extracts from differ- 
ent novels under the headings, Love 
Scenes,“ “ Historic Personages,” “ Epics of 
Conflict,” in volume 1. and Humor.“ High 
Water Mark,” and Children in Fiction,“ in 
volume 2, most of them with no notes at all 
or only brief ones to describe the setting from 
which the excerpts were taken. . 

The usefulness of such volumes ag these, 
which the publisher declare will be found 
of distinct advantage to three classes of 
readers—for its practical helpfulness as a 
guide to novel reading, for reading, and for 
reference,” will be among those who do not 
hate extracts and who do not have access to 
the various volumes from which these were 
taken. Some readers may like to be saved 
the trouble of picking out the love scenes 
from various stories, but most serious read- 
ers prefer to make thier own choice and be 
more fully acquainted with the characters 
in their whole presentation by the author 
than they cau be by reading this isolatior of 
a portion of the story. On the other hand it 
is possible that the artistry of such things 
as Literary Affectations,’’ from Smollett’s 
Humphrey Clinker,” or that passage from 
Thackeray on pushing, here. with the head- 
ing A Small —— Party,“ stands 
out all the more pRominently from this isola- 
tion. 

The introductory .essays, though brief, are 
significant and compact. They contain some 
pleasant sentence dictums and concisely 
state the source of the different elements of 
‘progress in novel writing. The yea: 1847, 
with Dickens at, the summit of his ¢areer, 
Thackeray, Bulwer Lytton, Reade, Kings- 
ley, Wilkie Collins, and Anthony Trollope, 
is here considered as the annus mirabile of 
English fiction. A good half of the imtro- 
ductory essay in the second volume is de- 
voted to Dickens, and ag an appreciation this 
is perhaps as good as anything that has been 
written in a similar spirit. With George 
Eliot, George Meredith, and Thomas Hardy 
— No stories in English fiction and construct- 
ed so scientifically ’’ as those of the latter 
anew development is reached. Latterly the 
novel has been highly specialized. ‘“‘ Never- 
theless, in spite of superior method and tech- 
nique, and the guidance afforded by accepted 
standards, the novel has steadily declined in 
distinction in recent years.“ It has been 
content with a small stage. Its scale has 
diminished, but the craftemamship is at a 
surpassingly high level, and it tends. more 
and more to be the sole form of popular liter- 
ature.

Harvests Form Basis of 
Confidence. 


QUIET IN MONEY MARKET 


Manufacturing and Distribution 
Curtailed; Grain Sales 
Are Heavy.

Dun's Review, published today by R. G. 
Dun & Co., will say: 

While the volume of payments through 
the banks makes a better comparison than 
in recent weeks, the aggregate is lower and 
reflects the effect of curtailed activity in 
manufacturing and distribution. The money 
market remains quiet despite attractive dis- 
count mates, and deposits still accumulate. 
increasing speculation in securities and pro- 
posed revision of tariff schedules become 
pmminent features, but the fundamental 
basis of confidence in the business outlook ig 
ucimpaired as the harvests draw nearer. 


Heavy marketings appear in grain, pro- 


visions, and live stock and there is season- 
able absorption in leading retail lines and 
necessaries. Lake freights show smaller in 
mine and forest products, but earnings of 
the Chicago steam roads are sustained in 
gross and lower in operating expense. Wide 
Cistribution of moisture has benefited the 
crops. Corn shows good progress in Illinois 
and Iowa and more encouraging reports 
come from the spring wheat sections. 


Holiday Interrupts Market. 

“The markets for breadstuffs were inter- 
rupted by the holiday and settlement of the 
May wheat account, and the genera! demands 
for future shipments receded. Hog packing 
is expanded on liberal) arrivals of swine and 
provisions in store exhibit substantia) in- 
creasé. Large gains are noted in receipts of 
hides and wool, while those of dairy products 
declined. 

“The absorption of general. merchandise 
here and at the interior was well sustained 
and stocks undergo normal depletion. Cur- 
rent dealings show moderately in wholesale 
branches, reassortments being below expec- 
tation, but mail and road orders have been 
gratifying for fall and winter dry goods, 
millinery, footwear, clothing, house needs, 
and food products. Manufacturing indicates 
more halting in the absence of satisfactory 
demands for future outputs. 


Lower Steel Prices Not Felt. 


„Lower prices in lron and steel have not added 
to the rather moderate new business secured, and 
inquiries are listless for furnace and rolling mill 
products. Some capacity-recently idle was started 
again at South Chicago and a new plant to employ 
many hands at Gary is ready for operation. Car 
and equipment factories await adequate orders, 
while commitments included low tonnages for rails 
and structural shapes. 

Labor troubles prove a drawback in construc- 
tion, not only causing delays and much idleness, 
but adversely affecting lumber and other materials 
Petmite for business structures in May were 49 in 
number and $1,101,900 in value, and compare with 
45 and $1,746,900 for May 1910 The markets for 
raw supplies exhibit little variation in prices and 
are steadier in hides and leather. Woodworking 
branches have fair orders for future deliveries 
and steadiness is seen in leather working.

SANTA FE LISTED ON BOURSE; 
PARIS“BOOMS YANKEE STOCK. 


Long Effort in Interest of American Se- 
curities Successful—Offerings Heav- 
ily Oversubscribed. 


PARIS, June 2.+The long effort to secure 
the admission of American securities to the 
Paris bourse resulted today in the official 
listing of the common stock of the Atchison, 
Topeka and Santa Fe railroad. 


The offerings were considerably over. 


subscribed. The price of the stock opened 
at 605 franos and closed at 608 francs (121%). 

The admission of the common stock of the 
Santa Fé to the bourse was the culmination 
of long negotiations on the part of American 
financial interests whose efforts have been 
directed to opening the way for the listing 
of the more important American securities 
on the official French market. 

These efforts met with failure in the case 
of United States Steel common in 1908. The 
situation was partly responsible for the ap- 
pointment of a parllamentary commission to 
study the admission of foreign securities. 

The listing of the Santa Fé stock marks 
the first time that an American railroad stock 
hae been Gealt with on the official market or 
“ parquet.”

BUTTER DEALERS MEET LOSS 


Sell Creamery Product’ a Cent 
Under Elgin Purchase Price. 


FAIL TO ATTRACT BUYERS.

Lower Figures Expected; Poultry Drops 
Back; Eggs Hold Steady. 


Butter jobbers at Chicago yesterday sold 
butter at a loss of ic a pound, being com- 
pelled to pay the Hlgin price, 280, for sup- 
plies and to sell at the Chicago quotation of 
22c for extras in creamery. They reported 
the trade slow and weak at the prices, with 
general sentiment favoring the placing of 
quotations at a still lower level to encourage 
broader consumption. The Elgin price is 
expected to. be lowered materially at the 
Monday meeting, as practically every other 
market has declined lc to 3c a pound in the 
last few days. 

Egg trade was also decidedly lacking in 
action, but values were maintained on a 
steady basis. Live fowls sold at a decline 
of ue, the demand proving too feeble to with- 
stand the 1c upturn recently enforced. 
Early trade in green vegetables and fresh 
fruits was active, but inclement weather 
checked the late demand and the market 
closed in a weak condition, with the final 
clearance of offerings incomplete. 


TWO CHIEFS IN SAN FRANCISCO. 


Mayor Appoints New Police Head— 
Court Protects Incumbent—Threat- 
ens Contempt Case. 


San Francisco, Cal., June 2.—For a time 
today San Francisco had two chiefs of police, 
and for the moment it looked as if Mayor 
McCarthy’s long fight to depose Chief John 
F. Seymour would be successful. By means 
of a writ of prohibition issued by Judge 
Sewell, however, Seymour averted the blow, 
and tonight holds office, while the mayor’s 
temporary chief, D. A. White, is seeking 
advice as to his status. 

The campaign against Chief Seymour re- 
sulted from his alleged failure to codperate 
with the mayor in his policy for a more lLib- 
eral administration of dance balls, saloova, 
and cafés. 

Judge Sewell intimated that proceedings 
against the mayor and board for contempt 
of court might result. 


RESTAURANT CATSUP; FINE $200 


Dealer Before Judge Landis Waives De- 
fense, Saying Price Is 10 
Cents a Gallon, 


An interesting sidelight was thrown upon 
the custom observed by certain restaurants 
in regard to “tomato catsup” when Judge 
Landis of the United States District court 
fined Fred C. Edler $290 yesterday. 

Edler was charged with shipping catsup 
containing putrid and decomposed vegetable 
matter. When the court asked for evidence 
Edler waived that formality, saying: 

“We plead guilty. It was the kind of cat- 
sup we furnish restaurants and we only get 
10 cents a gallon for it.” 

“What is the limit fine?” asked Judge 
Landis sharply. 

He was informed that it was $200, and 
Edler was ordered to pay that amount.

Buy Stocks of Butter Concerns for Over 
$75,000—Refiners Boost Sugar Prices 
10 Cents. 


One of the largest deals of the kind in the 
history of the Chicago wholesale grocery 
trade, at least within several years, was 
consummated this week. The McNeil & Hig- 


gins company bought the grocery stocks 
carried by the Fox River Butter company, 
the Beatrice Creamery company, and the 
Ciover Hill Packing company, in conjunction 
with the seventy-five branch dairy stores 
operated by the three confpanies in different 
Parts of the country. 

The sale also includes the Clover Hin“ 
trademark or brand, but the sellers reserved 
the right to the trademark for their dairy 
products, 


‘Involves Nearly $100,000. 


Between §75,000 and $100,000 is involved in the 
sale. The stocks consist principally of canned 
goods, approximately 58,000 cases, which are to be 
taken over at invoice prices. Besides the pur- 
chaser secures all the contracts of the sellers, both 
for future and epot goods. R. J. Roulston, who 
has charge of the canned goods department at Mc- 
Nei] & Higgins’, represented his firm in the trans- 
action. 

Tt ie the Intention of the McNeil & Higgins com- 
pany to dispose of the goods wherever possible 
through the branch stores of the dairy concerns 
until they are closed out. 

The Fox River Butter company and its sub- 
sidiary companies intend to, retire from the grocery 
branch of the business, but vill continue to operate 
its seventy-five branches for the sale of dairy 
products.

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TARIFR WORRIES GOODS FOLK 


Woolen and Worsted Trade Dis- 
turbed by Proposed Cut. 


EUROPEAN INFLUX FEARED. 


Claim American Labor Can Not Com- 
pete with Cheaper Foreign Work. 


New York, June 2.—[Special.J—The woolen 
and worsted trade is considerably disturbed, 
not to say worried, over the proposed change 
in duties on imported goods. It is pointed 
out by well posted members that the new 
schedule practically cuts the present rates in 
half, which wil mean a heavy increase in the 
importation of foreign made cloths. 

American labor, they claim, cannot com- 
pete with the cheap labor of Europe, so com- 
petition from foreign manufacturers will be 
more than the American manufacturers can 
meet successfully. If the proposed tariff goes 
through there is no doubt that every influ- 
ence possible will be brought to bear for the 
purpose of having American goods more 
thoroughly protected. . 


Wool Dealers Up in Arms. 

Wool dealers are also up in arms over the new 
achedule and are sending appeals to Representa- 
tive Underwood. It is pointed out by the manu- 
factvrers of woolens and worsteds that the last 
two or three seasons have been anything but satis- 
factory, without more serious competition from 
foreign lines, and that, with half the present duty 
removed, conditions will be decidedly more unsatis- 
factory. 

In the cotton goods market prices are being 
firmly held. with the demand slowly increasing 
in various quarters. Buyers are realizing more and 
more keenly the fact that stocks throughout the 
ecuntry are not large and the mills are in earnest 
regareing their curtallment plans and their de- 
termination not to turn out goods at prices which 
represent loss. 

Ir jobbing quarters business is progressing along 
steady Mines, with sales showing an increase each 
week. Retailers are purchasing carefully and 
this means the goods they are talWing are actually 
required to meet their present or nearby needs. 

Cotton yarns are moving slowly, with the 
epinners still firm in their ideas on forward con- 
tracts. Carpets and rugs are moving slowly 
with first hands, while the retailers appear to be 
mre interested at the present time in the sum- 
mer trade.
